CRISIS IN PEACE MEET 

Allies Seek to Force Turks to Definite 
Decision— Fighting May 
#* Be Resumed. 



Delhi. India. Doc. 2G.— The viceroy 
and vicequeen ot India, naron and 
Baroness Hardlnge, escaped asBaasin- 
atlon aa If by a miracle here Monday 
at the hands ot a native fanatic when 
making their ceremonial entry Into 
Delhf; the new Imperial capital ot Ifi- 

dla. 

Threo apllntera of the powerful 
bomb, which killed one native attend- 
ant and injured another, penetrated 
the back and shoulders of the viceroy, 
\ and he was nl.'^o wounded In the nock 
by tho BcrewB with which the bomb 
was filled and which passed through 
hlB helmet. 

The doctora who removed the metal 
Bpllntor^ from the wounds declared it 
marvelous that the viceroy escaped 
fatal injuries. Lady Hardlnge was 
eerloualy shaken up. 

'The elephant on which they were 
riding halted, and tho viceroy tried to 
stand up. had reeled and fainted, and 
the ofncials who gathered around hlni 
had much dimculty In removing hira 
from the elephant's back. The how* 
dab in which ho and Lady Hardlnge 
had been seated was blown into 
matchwood. Tho umbrella bearer, 
who was killed, acted in tho same 
capacity for Lord Curzon. Tho bomb 
thrower had not been caught A re- 
ward ot 10.000 rupees (approximately 
$3,300) has been offored for his ar- 
rest. 

Tho viceroy was making entry in 
state into Delhi as tho last of the cer- 
emonies in connection with the trans- 
fer of tho capital from Calcutta to 
Delhi. The aplendld elephant pro- 
coaalon had just left tho railway Btn- 
tlon. paasing through Chandal Chowlc, 
when the bomb was thrown. 

The ceremonies wore interrupted 
tor only a abort period .while the vice- 
roy and vicequeen were being con- 
veyed to the hospital and viceregal 
residence respectively. 



London, Dec 21.— Hopeful for 
peace, but ready to fight, tho envoys 
of the Balkan allies went* to St. 
James palace, determined to force tho 
Turks to a delinlte decision. 

The question of tho resumption of 
hoHtllitlea now reets on tho Turkish 
demand for pcrmiaalon to rovictual 
Adrianople.

There are 9G members ot tho senate 
and 137 members ot the house. The 
sennto adopted tho proposed amend- 
ment by 64 yeas to 24 nays, and seven 
not voting, ono vacancy exlatlng. Tho 
house adopted the propoaed amend- 
ment by a vote ot 238 yeas to 39 nays, 
five responding preaent when thoir 
names.wcro called. 110 not voting, and 
nve vacancies existing. Thus tho sen- 
ate gave Uio requisite two-thirds ma- 
jority, while the Houae did not. Tho 
house declared tho amendment adopt- 
ed on tho ground that two-thirds ot 
those preaent and voting approved tho 
amendment. 

A joint committee of the loglalatura 
ot Georgia In an exhaustive report de- 
clared that the amendment "did not 
receive two-thlrda ot each houao. and 
therefore, was not proposed to tho 
states In tho manner pointed out by 
tho Constitution for Its own amend- 
ment." 

The report first declares tho view 
ot the committee that the course ta- 
ken in congresa was In derogation of 
tho rlght84of tho states. It then di- 
rects tho' governor to return to the 
federal leglalaturo tho communication 
with a protest against this violation of 
rights. It urges that copies of the re-

Period at Which Islands Were 8epB« 

rated from the Mainland Must Bo 

Far Beyond the Reach of 

History. 

London — People sometimes apply 
the term Lyoncaao to tho whole of 
Cornwall, which la a nllstake. If there 
over was such a land at all It lay weat- 
ward of Cornwall, and tho Scllly Isles 
nro its relics. The name of Arthur 
plays like a lambent light about tho 
district; but tho period at which tho 
Seniles were sepaarted from tho 
mainland must bo far beyond tho 
reach of history, which In England can 
only explore about two thousand yoara 
backward. The Lyoncsae of romance 
extended to the southwest of Land's 
End, and was connected In race and 
legend with the Leon of Brittany. As 
a matter of geology tho tradition has 
no satisfactory baals, though there 
are traces of submerged forests In 
Mount's Bay, and the old Cornish 
name of St. Michael's Mount repre- 
sents that rock as having once stood 
In tho center of woodland. In reality 
tho Islands aro the last upheavals of 
that backbone of granite which Is so 
Improsalve on Dartmoor and which 
again comes Into notice on tho Bod- 
min Moors. True, ocean depths do not 
begin till far beyond tho islands, so 
Ihat In its relation to tho great sub- 
marine platform Scllly may ho con- 
sidered structurally attached to Brit- 
ain, as Britain Is to the Continent 
Somo. portion of tho vanished region 
may havo survived, adjoining tho 
.coaata of.Mount's Bay, till the year 
109D, when, according to tho Saxon 
chroncle, Lyonesae waa destroyed In 
a great tempest. 

When we come to the genuine his- 
tory of Scllly there are some Interest- 
ing things to notlcQ, Tho lalanda seem 
to have been uaed as a penal settle- 
ment In Roman times; and In the sixth 
jcentury they gave a homo to the 
Welch St. Samson, who bccamo bish- 
op of Dol, and who has left footprints 
In Guernsey as well as in Devon and 
Cornwall. The Isle of Samson Is now 
uninhabited, but It may have had a 
fairly largo population when the saint 
established an oratory here; there 
are many traces of early occupation. 
To many It Is still more Interesting as 
tho home of Walter Bcsanfs Arraorel. 
Early in the tenth century Athelstnn 
madaa conquering expedition through 
Cornwall, and is said to have spied 
these Isles from tho high land at St, 
Buryan- the day must havo been un- 
commonly clear. He vowed to build a 
church on tho spot where he stood If

he returned safely from their con- 
quest. Probably ho met with Uttlo. re- 
sistance on the Islands, where ho Is 
supposed to have founded Trcsco Ab- 
bey. Later, In the same century, a 
Sclllonlan had the credit of convert- 
ing the flerco King Olaf of Norway. 
After harrying the coast of Britain 
ond Ireland Olaf alghted the ScUlIos 
and ran his vessel Into what Is now 
the harbor of St. Mary's. A hermit 
here gave him timely warning of a 
mutiny that was about to take place 
among his o^'n troops; he crushed the 
revolt, but was severely wounded. 
Carried to the monastery at Tresco, 
he waa tbcro nursed Into health and 
Christianity, consenting to receive 
baptism.

Dr. Roche, minister of tho Interior 
of Canada, directed that sufflcient 
space be secured at tho United 
States Land Shov/, recently held, to 
glvo somo adequate Idea of the field 
resourccB of western Canada. Those 
In charge had splendid location, and 
Installed one of the moat attractiya 
grain and grass exhibits over bogd . 
anywhero. Thousands, anxlouB to get 
"back to the land," saw the oxhiblt, 
saw wheat that weighed 68 pounds to 
tho measured bushel, oats that went 
48 and barley that tipped the scales 
at 55 pounds. Tho clover, the alfalfa, 
tho wild pea vine and vetch, the rye 
grass, the red-top and many other suc- 
culent and nutritious varlotles of wUd 
grasses demanded and deserved from 
their prominence and quality tho at- 
tention they received. Tho grain la 
the straw, bright In color, and carry- 
ing heads that gave evidence of tho 
truth of tho statemonta of Mr. W. J. 
White of Ottawa, and his attendanta, 
that tho wheat would average 28 to 
35 bushels and over per acre, the oata 
55 to 105 bushels, tho flax 12 to 28 
bushels, wore strongly In evidence, 
and arranged with artistic taste on 
the walls. The vegetable exhibit waa 
a surprise to the visitors. Potatoes, 
turnips, cabbage — In fact, all of it 
proved that not only In grains waa 
wcatera Canada prominent, but .In 
vegetables It could successfully cota- 
peto w^th the world. 

One of tho unique and succGsaful 
features of the exhibit was the suc- 
cessful and systematic daily dlatrlbu- 
tlon of bread made from Canadian 
Hour. It was a fteat to those who got 
It. Canadian butter, Canadian cheeso 
and Canadian honey helped to com- 
plete an oxhiblt that revealed In a 
splfindid way the great resources of 
a country In which so many Amer- 
icans have made their home. 

A feature of tho exhibit was tho 
placards, announcing the several re- 
cent successes of Canadian farm 
produce and live stock In strong com- 
petition with exhibits from other 
countries. There waa posted tho 
Leager Wheeler championship prlza 
for Marquis wheat grown at Rosthem 
In 1911. beating the world. Thon L 
Holmes of Cardston entered tho com- 
petitive field at Lethbrldgo Dry Farm- 
ing Congress, and won tho wheat 
championship of 1912. beating Mn 
Wheeler with the' .same variety or 
wheat Hill & Sons of Lloydmlnster, 
Saskatchewan, In 1911, won tho Colo- 
rado silver trophy for best oats grown, 
competed for In a big competition at 
Columbus, Ohio, In 1911. The produco 
of British Columbia at tho New York 
Land Show In 1911 carried off the 
world's championship for potatoes, 
and incidentally won a ¥l,0pO silver 
trophy, and then, but a few days ago, 
the same province carried off tho 
world's prize for apples at tho Horti- 
cultural Show in London, England. 

But that was not all. These Cana- 
dians, who had tho termerlty.to stato 
that corn was not the only feed for 
finishing high-grade beef cottle, en- 
tered for the fat steer championship 
at the Live Stock Show In Chicago a 
polled Angus — "Glencarnock Victor." 
Nearly 300 entries wore in tho field. 
"Glencarnock Victor" didn't know a 
kernel of corn from a Brazilian wal- 
nut. There were Iowa, IlllnolB, Ne- 
braska. Kansas, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin and their corn-fed article, deter- 
mined to win, bound to beat thle black 
animal from the north, and his "noth- 
ing but prairie grass, oata and barley 
feed," as his owner proudly stated, but 
thoy didn't. Canado and McGregor & 
Sons, with their "Glencarnock Victor," 
won, and today the swelldom of Amer- 
ica Is eating of his steaks androasta 
—the champion steer of the world. 

But once more tho herd of cattle 
that won the Sweepstakes at tho 
same shQ.w was bred and owned by 
the owners of "Glebcarnock Victor," 
fed only on prairie grass, oata and 
barley, near Brandon. Manitoba. The 
royal reception given to Mr. Mc- 
Gregor on his return to his home 
town was well deserved. 

Omission must not be made of tho 
wonderful and beautiful display o£ 
apples made by British. Columbia, oc- ' 
cupylnk a full half section of the 
greats Land Show; This was in pex^ 
sbnal charge of Mr. W. B. Scott, dep- 
uty minister of agriculture for that 
province, who was not only a host to 
those who visited tho exhibit; -but 
was also an encyclopedia of Informa- 
tion regarding tho resources of that 
country. \Vlth 200,000 Americana go- 
ing to western Canadsf this year, It la 
pleasing to know that bo many from, 
this side of the Une can partlolpato In 
the honors coming to that new coim:>

T\'ith the coming of the New Year 
the United States government will en- 
ter into a new field of enterprise— 
the transmittal of merchandise by 
what la known as the parcel post. 
Tor years there has been a demand 
for such a system of Inexpensive 
transmittal of packages. Tho camps 
of favor and disfavor of the parcel 
post scheme have been about equally 
divided. Finally at the Inst session 
of congress a bin was passed which 
will put the plan Into operation, but 
only It must be said in Uttlo more 
than an experimental way. 

It Is the intention of Unclo Sam to 
move rather slowly In the parcel post 
matter. He wants to find how popu- 
lar It wUl bo. how much It will cost 
the government, and whether there la 
to bo a proOt or loss at tho end of 
each year. If It Is found that the 
plan la successful from the point of 
view of the people, which means the 
government also, the parcel post will 
ho extended until finally It reaches 
tho proportions which its proponents 
Bay they believe It la destined to as- 
sume. 

Zone System Explained. 
It is no exaggeration to say that 
thousands upon thousands ot Inquir- 
ies have been made of tho postmaster, 
general as to Just what tho parcel 
post will mean to the people. It was 
tho law of congress eatabllBhlng tho 
system which made provision for a 
division of tho country into zones 
nnd into 35.000 units which are to be 
used as centera In deacrlbing the cir- 
clea which mark the boundaries of 
the zones. There haa been no clear 
undersUndIng, apparently, of this 
Tone system, but really it la a very 
Biraple matter. 

The accompanying map ahowa tne 
country divided Into zones from the 
unit In which Waahington la sit- 
uated, as the center. Accompanying 
the map is a table showing the rate 
of postage per pound for parcels from 
•Washington to places within all the 

Eonea. .vi.**. 

Each unit contalna an area thirty 
miles square. Now each unit la a 
center from which the zones are 
drawn and so every unit in tho coun- 
try no matter where It la situated will 
have zonea drawn from it just exactly 
as Washington has them drawn from 
It For instance, take Keokuk, la.. 
- -which -Is in a unit In the fifth zone. 
From that will be drawn circles ex- 
actly aa they are drawn from *Waah- 
Ington and they will bo numbered from 
Keokuk aa number one, Juat aa they 
aro numbered from Washington aa 
number one. Of courae. however, 
Zone Six will have a different geo- 
graphical position aa related to Keo- 
kuk than It has as related to "Waah- 
Ington but aa the radlua of the circles 
drawn from Keokuk la the same 
length as tho radlua of the clrclea 
drawn from -Waahlngton, Keokuk's 
Zone SlXjWlll be Juat aa far from ita 
center as Washington's Zone Six la. 
How Rates Are Fixed. 
It' can .bo seen,, from this readily 
" " "enough, that the postal rates from 
:Wa8hln6tdn to Its particular zone will 
' he the same aa the poalal ratea from 
Keokuk to Its particular zonea. Each 
unit being about thirty mllea square 
will of course contain in most caaoa a 
number of postonicoa. but each office 



'which the zones are 
ratea of postage are fixed from the 
unit in which the sending poatonice is 
situated, but the price to every place 
In any zone Is Just the same. To II- 
luatrato, it will coat Exactly tho same 
amount to aend a porcel from Wash- 
ington to Erie. Pa., that It costs to 
send It to Atlanta, Qa., because Erie 
and Atlanta with reference to Wash- 
ington are situated In the fourth 
zone. The rates therefore are fixed 
from the unit In which the poatomco 
Is located, but they are the aamo 
from that offlco to any point in any

It win be seen by reference to the 
table of rates of postage that it will 
cost more per pound to send a pack- 
ago a long distance than It doea to 
send It a short distance. The rate In- 
creases for a package .weighing one 
pound at the rate of one cent for 
each zone. No package weighing 
more than 11 pounds can be aent un- 
der the now parcol post law. It 
should be said right here that on tho 
long hauls the parcel post may not 
be able to compete with tho expresa 
companies, but that on shorter hauls 
It can BO compote. It waa tho ex- 
pressed desire of tho legislators nnd 
of tho postofflce offlclals that tho par- 
cel post system should be made of 
particular use to persona having farm 



should charge In proportion Juat what 
It doea now for one package of 11 
pounds weight. 

Every postmaster in tho United 
States will have a parcel poat map 
like the ono which Is hero reproduced 
except that tho zone lines will bo 
shown with tho unit of his poatofflco 
aa a center. Alt that a postmaster 
win have to do when a parcel la pre- 
sented for transportation Is to find 
out In what zone tho destination of 
the package lies. Ilia table will show 
him instantly tho rate per pound from 
tho unit In which his postofflce Ilea 
to the zone of the packago'a destlna- 
tlona. the price aa has been explained 
"before, to every postofflce In any one 
zone being the Bame. The parcel poat 
win take nothing but fourth-claas mat- 
ter. Printed matter la atlU In tho 
third-claas designation. Therefore 
books cannot bo sent by tho parcel 
poat system. This the poatofflco au- 
ihorltloa seem to think la In n way 
unjuat nnd may work a hardship. It 
may bo that In the future tho law will 
bo changed so aa to Include all print- 
ed matter. It seems to bo certain that 
an attempt will be made to bring 
about this change as speedily aa poa-

Must Bear Stamp. 

Poatmastcr General Hitchcock has

It is probable that pro- 
ducers must study tho ratea of post- 
ago and tho convenience of trans- 
mittal nnd compare them with tho 
cost and convenience under present 
methods before IndlvlduoUy a man can 
determine whether he Is to profit or 
not by tho change. Then there la an- 
other thing to be considered and 
which only can he known definitely 
when fuller regulations have been 
made to specify exactly what kind ot 
thlnga can be sent by parcel post. It 
can be aald In a general way that any- 
thing can bo sent which la properly 
wrapped and which will not Injure 
other man matter with which it may 
come in contact. 

Copy Foreign Countries. 
It la probable that the government 
will adopt a means ot transportation 
for certain klnda of ita merchandlao 
much like thoae which have been 
adopted in parcel poat countries 
abroad. What the English caU ham- 
pera basket-like arrangements, prob- 
ably wUl he adopted, and as theao can 
ho kept separate from the ordinary 
man matter it la believed that the 
regulations os finally adopted will. al- 
low the Bending of eggs, butter, dress- 
od poultry, live poultry, hon6y, fruit, 
and other products of tho country.

ordered that postmasters he ndvlacd 
that' parcel poat packagea cannot be 
accepted for mailing unlcaa they bear 
a distinctive parcel poat atamp and 
have attached to them tho return card 
of the aender. A aeriea of, distinctive 
stamps la now in courae of prepara- 
tion for thIa class of mall aa required, 
by the law creating the parcel post 
system. ConBlgnmcnta of these 
stamps will be ready for shipment to ; 
all postofflces In ample time for tho 
catabllshment of tho new ayatom on 
New Year'B day. 

The postofflce department has given 
Instruction to every poatmnator in the 
country to enlighten hla patrona na 
much as possible on tho general aub- 
Joct of the parcel pdst and eapeclaliy 
on the use of the special stomps and 
tho necessary attachment of the re- 
turn card. Tho law requires that all 
fourth-class matter malled-o'Aor Jan- 
uary- 1, 1913, without parcel poat 
stamps attached shaU he treated as 
"Held for postage" matter.* Parcel 
poat packages will he mallnblo only 
at postofflces, branch postoffices, let- 
tered and local named atatlona, and 
such numbered atatlona aa may bo 



as fixed by aectlon 482 of tho poatal 
lawB nnd rogulatlona. 

Tho clnsalfication of articles mall- 
able aa well aa the weight limit, tho 
rates of poatnge, zono or zonea and 
other conditions of mallabUlty under 
tho act of congress. If tho poatraaator 
general ahaU find on experience "that 
they or any of them aro auch aa to 
provent the shipment of articles do- 
alrablo. or ahall permanently render 
the coat of the aorvlce greater than 
the receipts of tho revenue therefrom, 
ho la hereby authorized, subject to tho 
conaent of the Interstate commerce 
commission after inveatlgatlon, to re- 
form from tlmo to time auch claaain- 
cation, weight limit, rates, zone or
